The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Great  Crosby  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Thirty-third  Annual  Report  as  to 
the  health  and  sanitary  state  of  the  district  during  the  })ast  year;  also 
the  measures  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  for  the  pre- 
vention of  the  spread  of  disease. 

I'he  area  of  the  District  is  1768  statute  acres  above  the  sea  shore 
at  high  water  mark.  The  population  at  the  last  census  (1901)  was 
7,050.  It  is  now  estimated  at  11,212,  and  is  increasing  rapidly. 

'Fhe  buildings  being  erected  are  of  a superior  residential  class,  very 
few,  if  any,  of  the  working-class  dwellings  being  built. 

As  in  my  former  reports,  I have  compiled  tabular  statements  of  the 
cases  of  sickness  of  the  zymotic  class,  which  have  been  notified  to  me, 
with  their  localities  and  results  so  far  as  known.

From  the  foregoing  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of 
cases  notified  for  the  year  is  thirty-eight.  Six  patients  were  treated  in 
Hospital,  one  of  whom  died  3 the  remainder  were  treated  at  home,  none 
of  whom  died. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Of  this  disease,  eighteen  cases  were  notified.  Two  were  treated  in 
Hospital,  where  both  recovered  ; the  remainder  were  treated  at  home, 
with  a like  result. 

1 he  above  number  of  cases  again  shew  a decrease  as  compared 
with  the  last  few  yeais,  which  is  satisfactory,  and  may  be  attributed  to 
the  caieful  attention  which  has  been  paid  to  the  drainage  and  inspection 
of  the  milk  supply  and  other  sanitary  matters.  The  district  is  largely  a 
residential  one,  and  many  of  the  residents  are  engaged  in  business  in 
Liverpool  and  Bootle.  There  are  comparatively  few  working-class 
inhabitants.  The  source  of  infection  has  in  several  cases  been  traced

to  outside  districts,  and  such  cases  have  not  been  confined  to  any 
particular  part  of  this  district. 

Diphtheria. 

Eleven  cases  were  notified  from  this  cause.  'Three  were  treated  in 
Hospital,  where  one  patient  died  ; the  remainder  were  treated  at  home, 
none  being  fatal. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Four  cases  were  notified.  One  was  treated  in  Hospital,  and  three 
at  their  own  hemes.  All  recovered.  In  two  of  these  cases  the  source 
of  infection  was  traced  to  the  Isle  of  Man,  where  the  patients  had  been 
spending  their  holidays. 

Erysipelas. 

Five  cases  were  notified.  All  were  treated  at  home,  and 
recovered. 

I am  much  indebted  to  Dr.  Hope,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Liverpool,  for  his  having  promptly  notified  to  me  four  “contact 
cases”  of  small-pox,  the  parties  being  resident  in  this  district  and 
having  landed  in  Liverpool  from  steamships  arriving  from  abroad. 
'The  Inspector  promptly  took  these  cases  under  his  supervision,  and  no 
outbreak  occurred. 

'The  subjoined  table  gives  the  number  of  patients  removed  to  and 
treated  in  the  Infectious  Hospital  for  the  past  ten  years  ; —

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Health  of  District. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  number  of  cases  of  the  zymotic  class 
notified  to  me  have  (notwithstanding  the  increased  population)  not 
exceeded  the  previous  year — scarlet  fever  being  accountable  for  i8  cases, 
against  25  last  year.  Eleven  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  as  against 
five  in  the  previous  year.  All  cases  were  mild,  except  one,  viz.,  that  of 
a child  5 years  of  age,  who  died  in  hospital.  Four  cases  of  typhoid 
fever,  as  against  one  last  year ; five  cases  of  erysipelas,  as  against  six. 
This  I consider  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  showing  that  the  district 
keeps  up  its  reputation  as  to  its  health  and  sanitary  condition. 

Everything  that  can  be  done  is  done  to  conserve  the  public  health  ; 
the  system  of  excrement  disposal  is  by  water  carriage  to  the  sea;  the 
ashpit  refuse  is  removed  frequently,  and  of  late  a large  number  of 
galvanized  iron  bins  have  been  substituted,  instead  of  the  old-fashioned 
ashpits.  'Fhis  work  of  removal  is  done  by  the  Council,  instead  of  by 
contract  as  in  the  past,  and  is  proving  a very  satisfactory  arrangement. 
dTe  refuse  disposal  is  into  pits  on  farm  lands  in  the  agricultural  portions 
of  the  district. 

Sewer  flushing  of  house  and  main  drains,  as  well  as  the  cleansing  of 
roads  and  back  passages,  is  efficiently  carried  out  ; in  fact  every  known 
sanitary  precaution  is  made  use  of  in  the  district.  Disinfectants  are 
given  free  to  persons  who  are  unable  to  pay,  and  advice  is  given  on  all 
subjects  relating  to  cleanliness  and  public  health. 

I think  there  is  no  reason  to  fear  but  that  the  general  health  of  the 
district  will  continue  and  probably  improve  in  the  immediate  future. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Liverpool  Corporation  water  is  used  throughout  the  whole 
of  the  district. 


Inspection  of  the  District. 

I have  systematically  inspected,  in  company  with  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  all  parts  of  the  district  at  various  times  throughout  the  year 
and  especially  places  where  nuisances  have  been  reported  to  exist. 

All  actions  consequent  on  these  inspections,  and  the  means  taken 
for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  found  to  exist,  will  be  found  in  the 
accompanying  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

I'he  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  total  91  (49  males  and 
42  females),  giving  a death  rate  of  8*XX  per  1000 ; as  against  (58 
males  and  44  females)  total  102,  or  a death  rate  of  9*98  per  1000 
last  year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  statement  that  the  death  rate  in  this 
district  is  an  exceedingly  low  one  (viz.,  8*11). 

Of  the  above  deaths  27  were  under  5 years  of  age,  34  were 
persons  over  65  years  of  age,  and  of  this  latter  number  15  were  70  years 
of  age  and  upwards,  7 were  80  years  and  upwards,  and  3 were  90  years 
and  upwards,  the  oldest  ages  being  93  and  95  years  respectively.

As  heretofore,  many  of  the  above  notices  are  of  a comprehensive 
character,  and  applied  in  many  cases  to  several  premises  ; there  were 
many  sanitary  defects  discovered  and  pointed  out  to  the  owners  and 
tenants  of  premises,  who  at  once  had  the  same  amended  and  put  right 
without  any  notice  being  required — such  amendments  do  not  appear  in 
the  following  list ; general  notices,  in  the  shape  of  handbills  or  posters, 
have  been  placed  throughout  the  district,  calling  upon  persons  to 
cleanse  ditches,  water-courses,  &c.,  and  remove  offensive  accumula- 
tions, &c. 

It  must  be  also  noted  that  in  many  houses  where  infectious  disease 
occurred,  the  occupier  was  either  the  owner  or  a tenant  of  the  better 
class,  hence  notice  to  cleanse,  under  section  120,  and  notice  to  abate 
nuisances,  also  the  repair  of  drains,  &c.,  was  unnecessary,  the  work  being 
done  by  the  owner  or  occupier.

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In  carrying  out  the  above  amendments,  the  Council  instructed 
their  Solicitor,  in  all  cases  of  default,  to  write,  and  urge  the  completion 
of  the  work  demanded,  the  result  being  that  in  only  one  case  was  it 
found  necessary  to  take  proceedings  before  the  magistrates,  when  an 
“order”  was  granted  for  abatement,  with  costs. 

Ditches  and  Watercourses. 

Though  the  attention  of  farmers  and  others  is  repeatedly  called 
to  the  cleansing  and  bottoming  of  ditches  and  watercourses,  when 
in  a low  and  fit  condition,  this  work  is  often  neglected  and  not  executed 
as  it  might  be.  Such  neglect  must  entail  considerable  loss,  damage, 
and  inconvenience  to  themselves  and  others. 

Dairies. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops’  Order,  1885. 

d'he  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  the  district  have  been  periodically 
visited,  and  the  Local  Government  Board’s  regulations  duly  enforced. 

There  are  now  21  of  such  premises  on  the  Register,  two  of  which 
during  the  year  received  the  careful  investigation  and  surveillance  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself,  to  ensure  the  Board’s 
regulations  being  complied  with. 

Smoke  Prevention  and  Abatement. 

Observations  have  constantly  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
steps  to  prevent  any  nuisance  arising  from  an  excessive  discharge  of 
black  smoke. 


Smoke  Test  Applied  to  Drains. 

During  the  year  304  tests  have  been  applied  to  drains;  and  alter 
infectious  cases ; also  to  the  drains  of  new  houses  before  occupation. 

Forty-one  of  the  above  tests  were  made  in  response  to  applications 
made  either  by  the  tenant  or  the  owner  (for  which  the  small 
charge  of  5/  is  made  by  the  Council).  The  result  has  been  that 
in  nearly  all  cases  so  tested  defects  in  the  drainage  were  discovered — 
some  being  of  a serious  nature,  others  less  serious.  At  the  same  time, 
many  of  these  defects  could  only  have  been  discovered  by  some  method 
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of  pressure  testing.  1 here  were  49  certificates  issued  as  to  the 
condition  of  drains  tested,  and  notices  to  amend  were  issued  in  all  cases 
whete  defects  weie  discovered,  and  these  notices  were  complied  with. 

Schools 

It  would  be  well  if  (as  stated  in  a previous  report)  an  arrangement 
could  be  made  with  the  Education  authorities  for  the  daily  flushing  and 
disinfecting  of  the  public  day  schools’  urinals  and  w.c.’s. 

I he  poitable  iron  tank  for  flushing  drains  and  sewers  in  those  back 
passages,  &c.,  where  sewers  with  slow  gradients  occur,  has  been  provided, 

and  has  been  found  to  be  of  excellent  service  in  removing  stagnant  and 
foul  sewage,  &c. 

Hanging  poster  cards  relative  to  “ The  Feeding  and  Care  of 
Infants,  ’ as  prepared  by  Hr.  Serjeant,  the  County  Medical  Ofticer  of 
Health,  have  been  handed  to  the  local  medical  practitioners  and  the 
district  nuise,  for  distribution  in  those  quarters  where  such  guidance  is 
requisite  and  necessary. 

Bye-laws  as  to  Houses  Eet  in  Eodgings  ” have  been  prepared, 
and  are  now  before  the  Local  Government  Board  for  approval.
